visers. 

Germany was at that 
tlme militarily not strong 
enough to disregard ao 
French veto, and ‘his ful- 
lowers shrank from an act 
which would, they beliey- 
ed, bo forelbly opposed by 
the Western Powern, 

Hitler's instinct told him 
that the Intter would accept 
‘in accomplished fact, and he 
disregarded all warnings to 
the contrary. The event proy- 
ed him right and greatly re--

OBITUARY 


Voteran “Medical Man 
From Hongkong 


Old Hongkong history was recalled 

on Saturday when news was received 
of the death In England of Dr. Francis 
Clark, who wasn formerly Medical 
Officer of Health here and had a dis~ 
tinguished career of service, Hs 
name has recurred frequently in dls- 
cussions of Hongkong development, 
especially in the fields of henlth and 
education. ; . 

Dr. Clark had tho distinction of be~ 
ing both n doctor and a Inwyer, He 
was born on June 24, 1964 and was 
eduented at St. Paul's School and 
Durham University, completing. his 
medical training at St. Bartholomew's 
and Middlesex Hospitals. He was 4 
brilliant. student, obtaining the En- 
trance, Science Scholarship at the 

| Middlesex Hospital In 1982, and the 
Hetlay Scholarship and the Governors 
Clinical Scholarship in 1985. He 
secured his bachelor’s dezree in 1892 
nnd doctor's degree olaht yeors later, 
besides which he held the diplomas of 
M.R.G.S. and LRCP, Lond, and 
DPJ. Cantab, Later he was nde 
mitted’ar a barrister-at-law of the 
Middle Temple, . 

Work In Hongkong 

After.a few years in private prac: 
tice, Dr. Clark was for some time 
Asaistant Medical Superintendent of 
the Croydon Union Infirmary and 
Assistant Medical OMcer to the Port 
of Tyne. In 1803 he obtained the 
appointment of Health Superinten- 


dent of the Fever Hospital, Lowestotft. |" 


He came to, Hongkong two years later 
ns Medical Officer of Henlth, In 
Hongkong .Dr. Clurk found himself 
confronted with relatively | primitive 
conditions. His cfforts to improve 
these. Included his work as Dean and 
Lecturer on Medicine for the College 
. of Medicine, the predecessor of the 
University of Hongkong, and Inter fo 
' Professor of Medical Jurisprudence 
and Denn of the Faculty of Medicine 
of the University when jt was 
founded in 1912, As Medical Officer 
of Henlth he was made a Justice of 
the Peace in 1097 and had a seat in 
the Legislative Counvil from 1902. 
He' was an executive Councillor from 
1905, ond wns President ‘of the 
Hongkong and China Branch of the 
British Medical Association in 1899 
and 1905, His greatest problem was. 
of course, the serious outbreak of 
bubonic plague which = marked his 
period of Hongkong history. For his 
work In combatting that epidemic and 
in safeguarding the -Colony against 
further big epidemics he cared the 
Colony's gratitude. His‘ contributions” 
to medical literature were numerous 
and include:—"The Germ Theory of 
' Disease,” “Ambulance Notes," “The 
Ventiintion ond the Flushing of 
Sewers in Relation to Health,”. ane 
nual Health reports 1893-and onwards 
and Plague reports 1806-1001, He 


also wrote upon the “Duties ‘and the J. 


Difticulties of Port Medical Inspec- 
tors” for the British Medical Journal, 
und contributed other " articles to 
various medical journals, including 
one upon the notification of measles. 
He was a member of the Hon, Society 
of the Inner Templo, a Fellow of the 
Royal Sanitary Institute and a mem- 
ber of the Pathological and Clintcal 
Societies, London, 
A Yachtsman . 

Dr. Clark's keen interest .in the 
College of Medicine and the Hong- 
kong University are well known to 
older residents and many of his -for- 
mer pupils now in practice. He was 
also the organiser of the fund to 
make the University Sporta Ground. 
Owing to Indifferent eyesight he did 
not take: part in games, but was 
fond of riding and yachting and was 
the life and soul of the Corinthian 
Yacht Club for many years., He was 
its Commodore from 1004 until he 
left the Colony.jn 1915, : 

Amongst his other interests Dr. 
Clark - was o member of the 
Cathedral Church Body and was Hon. 
Treasurer thereof for some years. 
He was also a prominent Freemason, 
having been a member of Persever- 
ance Lodge, Hongkong, Founder and 
First Master of University Lodgo, 
Hongkong, and Deputy District Gran 
Master of Hongkong and South China, 
Ho was a life member of the Hong- 
kong Club, 

Dr. Clark Jeft Hongkong to do war 
service in 1915 and did not return 
here. Ho served unti! 1922, then 
came out East again as Physician to 
the British Consulate at Mukden. 
Alter two years there he went a3 
Chief Medical Officer at Weilhawel, 
and after five years retired in 1929 
and returned to England. : 

In retirement Dr. Clark did not 
onjoy the best of health, but he main- 
tained his Interest In public affairs 
and wag an active member of the 
Masonfe Lodges, Including Rahere 

_and the University of London, He 
underwent a strious operation in 
1933 and, though muffering from great 
disability, bore it with great courage 
and continued to take a deep interest 
In everything. In October last he 
had another ecrloun operation, follow- 
ed by influonza, which affected his 
‘heart. For the past two months he

From Indin and 
Africa, from.Meden ond Kurdistan, 
from tho Crimean. he recruited: the 
infantry numbered 1,700,000; the 
railors amounted to nearly 500,000 . 
(counting _ transports os well. os 
warships); the cavalry was o mero

80,000, Twenty-nine separate na-« 
tions formed the _forces—rather 
as they form the Russian troops 
to-day. 

After months of preparation the 
army of Asia began. to move, 
Xerxes had two ‘bridges bdullt over 
the Dardanelles: the castward one 
against the current, tho westward 
one against the wind. It took the 
army seven days to crons them.

At tho Lustgarten, after an 
Introductory apecch by Dr. Loy, 
{t was Wither himself who ad- 
drosed the packed crowd, drawn 
up In organised formation be- 

’ fore him. 

Hia speech contained 
senthing reference or xo to the 
eireto democracies, particu- 
Jarly Hritain, against’ whom 
there was, as usual, a Press 
campnign raging at the time, 
Dut in the malin it was direct- 
ed against Jewish influences 
in Russia. 

In speaking about Germany 
he used ono phrase which stuck 
in my mind. Jt was that “no 
poople could escape ita own des- 
tiny,” and referred to the nocce-

And 
he has vohind him the whole 
might of the German army, 
which‘hna taken the. oath of 
loyalty to him, aa ‘well as tho 
solid organisation of the party 
which owes its very existonce 
tohim, and tho fanatical en- 
thualaam of the entire credulous 
youth of the country, which 
has bean tnught to «worship 
foree and Hitler. ‘ 
The Gorman people in the 
masa are but grist for tho. mill, 
and as one of thom, whom I met 
by chance after war had been 
declared, said to mo, “Wir sind 
zu kloin, .wir- konnen nichts 
machen” (“We aro boo small, wo 
ean do nothing.)

He once sald to me that if 
Hitler were to order-him and his 
army to march the next day to 
the North Pole, they would do 
It without 6 moment's hesitation. 

It was related that Hitler had 
a almilar affection for the Ficld- 
Marshal, and had moro than once 
stated that if Blomberg deserted 
him he would throw himself 
from the window, 

In the end Blomberg, if not 
deserting him, did act contrary to . 
his wishes. Whereupon it was not 
Hitler who threw himself trom the 
window, but Blomberg who was 
thrown onto the rubbish-heup. 
But that was to come some ten 
months later, and at the tlme 
Blomberg .was perhaps Hitler’s 
vlosest friend and adviser, 

Poor Blomberg! He was the 
first German whom I entertalned at 
His Majesty's Embassy, and he was 
one of the first to Invite me to his 
house. 

It was a man’s party, ond with 
the’ exception of Neurath and my- 
self all the others were soldiers or 
wulemen. The regime might be 
Nazi, but the senior commanders of 
the navy, army and air force were 
officers of the last war, and I often 
wondered what they felt about thelr * 
politleal leaders.

THAT was my welcome by 
my new comradcs.

The prisoners marched off to 
work at six—usually to stand knee- 
deep in mud clearing swamps, or 
to back-breaking labour on rock 
plies, It made no difference 
whether a political prisoner was 19 
or 70; if the camp docter found him 


at it, Sometimes the older men 
dropped in their tracks, They were 
carried back to camp.and we saw 
them no more.

FIFTEEN armed guards 
watched .each company.

Once a month we were given

Long binck' streaks on my wife's 
letters blotted out reports of whnt 
our familles were doing to get ma 
out of camp. For six months TI 
never knew whether I had been 
condemned without trial, or how 
tone I was to remain prisoner. 
The unknown preyed upon my 
morale as it did upon the others’. 
Here were 3,000 men, possessing 
some of the best Independent minds 
in, Germany, Everything that 
might occupy those minds was calcu- 
latingly withheld. We were treated 
like dumb, ‘driven cattle; and to 
be broken'to dumb, driven cattle’s 
spirit and reactions was what we 
were there for, Dachau ‘meant 
mental death. What ambition we 
hod left was fixed upon one object: 
to be on our best behaviour in the

And so, at seven, to bed. Ten 
‘hours in bed may sound like 
luxury. In reality they were 
torture for most of us couldn't 
sleep.
